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Preface 


It must be well over five years ago when the then-editors came up with the idea of 
starting to produce indexes every tenth volume for the Journal of Pragmatics. 

Having always had something of a pedantic slant by way of disposition, I eagerly 
volunteered to take on this task. Today, although illnesses and job problems could 
certainly be blamed, I feel ashamed to have disappointed both Elsevier/North-Hol- 
land and the other editors in taking so much time in preparing the Index to the first 
ten volumes of the Journal of Pragmatics. 

But here it is. And this is to a large extent thanks to the help from two students of 
mine: Ralf Andtbacka and Pekka Kuusisto. 

Ralf and I worked — off and on — for over two years on the Index. For one thing, 
all the articles had to (!) be read. Ralf learnt PowerHouse and put all the data into a 
computer and reshuffled and reorganized, but we ran out of time. When I left Abo 
Akademi to take up my present position at the University of Helsinki, e-mail and 
telephone contacts got cumbersome. So the whole material just sat there and waited. 
Until a little over half a year ago, when Pekka offered to help me to put the whole 
thing in a systematic shape. At that time I thought it would take a couple of weeks 
at the most. But things have to be checked and re-checked and there were always 
details of presentation that needed to be rethought. 

But here it is — finally. 


If one’s own behaviour is anything to go by, I am consciously aware that very 
few, if indeed any, of the people this Index is intended for, will actually read it. An 
index is like a telephone directory: it is used, and not read. In fact, if the compiler of 
an index has something important to say in a Preface s/he can be said to have failed 
in giving the readers the relevant, and only the relevant information, an index is sup- 
posed to give. 
This puts severe constraints on both the length and the contents of what follows 
by way of introduction. So, I will simply give you the gist of it all: If you have an 
abundance of time to spend on getting to know a field, volunteer to make an index 
of things that have been published in that field over the last ten years or so. It will 
not help you do your own research that much better, but at least it will show you that 
(1) there are a lot of people out there (consciously or unconsciously) not talking to 
each other, and thus ending up using different terms for largely similar phenom- 
ena; and 

(2) any attempt by yourself to try to bring coherence into the field will probably not 
be favorably met by other practitioners in the field. 

Another thing that I have learnt the hard way in this index-making process is that 
indexes are not just ‘made’, they are made for very specific purposes. I experienced 
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this very concretely when back in 1989 Ralf and I took upon us to make a set of 
indexes to one particular book, Cognitive Aspects of Language Use, ed. by Asa 
Kasher (Elsevier/North-Holland). We thought this would be an easy task — after all, 
we had been working on establishing what we felt (and still feel) to be the most use- 
ful coding system for the Journal of Pragmatics Index for a couple of years by then. 
But, alas, were we surprised (to use a neutral expression) to find that the best we 
could do with a ready-made coding scheme made for some other project, was to for- 
get it as quickly as possible. 


Why, then, an index to the ten first volumes of the Journal of Pragmatics? 

The field of pragmatics still keeps changing fairly drastically: from being an area 
of research not too many ‘serious’ scholars wanted to be associated with extensively 
in the mid-70s — for fear of being dubbed eccentric, and thus reducing one’s chances 
of getting a job in linguistics — to being perhaps the most widely appreciated and 
thought-provoking area of linguistics in the 1990s. 

For an outsider — and indeed for many pragmaticists themselves — the field of 
pragmatics must surely seem quite chaotic at times. But what else can one expect? 
Notions like (linguistic) function and context are bound to bring into linguistics a 
huge variety of approaches: we are, after all, talking about the interaction between 
linguistic form and the ‘real’ world, however conceived. 

We at the various geographical locations of the Journal of Pragmatics would like 
to think that we have been open to all the various directions that research within 
pragmatics has taken during 1977—1986, and of course just as much after 1986 — 
although that will be the subject for the Preface to the Index for the second Journal 
of Pragmatics decade. When categorizing and classifying the subjects of the 488 
contributions that were published 1977—1986, I have consciously tried to find a com- 
promise between looking at the articles from the present point of view, and from the 
point of view of the year when the contribution was written. Being ‘objective’ and 
‘neutral’ never works, but it is worth trying. It is like being in search of some ‘truth’, 
although one knows perfectly well there is no chance of finding it. But the process 
of trying is what is important. And the result of that process is now before you. 

Our attempt at not completely overlooking the spirit of times gone by, has not, 
however, had only positive effects. As just one example, consider the following. As 
the ‘reader’ will notice, a subject like discourse analysis gets a large number of 
sources. We realize that many of the papers that said they were dealing with dis- 
course analysis were, in fact, dealing with what we would today call text linguistics, 
or ethnomethodology, or conversation analysis, etc. But we have tried to stick to 
what the authors (from our present point of view: thought they) were doing. 
Towards the end of the first Journal of Pragmatics decade, a clearer differentiation 
creeps in, within this particular area, and authors begin to be more specific in rela- 
tion also to this term, taking pains to specify the type of discourse analysis in ques- 
tion, e.g. critical discourse analysis. 

Typically, one tends to think little of the potential research value of an index. And 
naturally so, since any classification is, ultimately, going to be a classification by 
some individual’s perception of, in this case, the field of pragmatics. We do think, 
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however, that an investigation of the items in the various indexes, in relation to their 
years of publication, will reveal interesting trends in the history of pragmatics. And 
particularly so, if the present Index is matched with the excellent four-volume A 
Comprehensive Bibliography of Pragmatics (1987; John Benjamins). Although we 
are extremely grateful to the compilers of that bibliography, Jan Nuyts and Jef Ver- 
schueren, for letting me go through their files in Antwerp and see how they had 
indexed certain Journal of Pragmatics articles, we did not use the subject indexing 
system they had developed. Thus, we are convinced that the two Indexes comple- 
ment each other, rather than this one being a repetition of parts of the Benjamins one 
and its scheduled updates. 

As for the history of pragmatics seen through the eyes of an index-maker: There 
have indeed been considerable changes of interest in the field, if the topics dealt with 
in the Journal of Pragmatics are anything to go by — and we of course do think they 
are. In the early days, speech act theory was the predominant field; later on, dis- 
course analysis (in the broad and undifferentiated sense discussed above) took over. 
But simply counting articles does not of course by itself give a proper picture of 
what has happened in a field. We have to remember that the Journal of Pragmatics 
has also published Special Issues (and, lately, Focus-On Issues) in many fields, and 
thus taken an active part in giving ‘preference’ to particular topics. English has been 
— and continues to be — the language that people mostly deal with. This is of course 
due to the fact that the official language of the journal has from the start been 
English. German comes in as a good number two, but also, say, Japanese gets a 
rather high score. 


The present volume consists not just of one index, but of a number of indexes: 

(1) We start egocentrically by briefly mentioning the people who were behind the 
scene in those days; the Editors and members of the editorial board. 

(2) Next, we give a List of Articles of all the contributions that have appeared in 
volumes 1—10 of the journal — in the order in which they did appear. The ‘new’ 
and useful information the reader will get from this list of articles is the consec- 
utive numbering of all articles. These numbers will be made use of in succeed- 
ing Indexes. This listing also includes references to possible Errata that have 
appeared in later issues. 

Next, as an addition to the list of articles, we give a brief run-through of the 
Special Issues that have appeared in the journal. 

Most of our energy has, of course, been put into the Subject Index. We have 
tried not to index articles for more than five subjects: the major topics a contri- 
bution can be said to deal with. This is of course a random number, and we have 
thus not regarded it as an unforgivable sin to assign six, or even seven topics to 
an occasional article. Naturally, some articles have only been assigned one or 
two subjects for this Index. 

It should be self-evident, but let us still point out that the fact that you may 
find no reference to your field of specialization does not necessarily mean that 
there have been no articles on the subject — our indexing system might be inad- 
equate, in which case we can only urge you to look at some synonym for the 
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topic-word you could not find. We have tried to add such synonyms ourselves, 
and refer the reader to the topic-word we have been using, but it is impossible to 
be completely exhaustive. Also, note that if you find only one or a few refer- 
ences to your field of specialization, this does not mean that no other article 
deals with the topic. It only means that no other article deals with the subject as 
one of its major topics. 

We are of course well aware that we have in certain cases made decisions that 
will not stand up to criticism. We already mentioned the problems with a subject 
like discourse analysis; similarly, many people may well be horrified at finding 
that interrupting and simultaneous speech/overlap are pulled together for the 
purpose of this Index. Still, in this latter case, we feel that if one wants to read 
up on interruptions, one should also take into account simultaneous speech. 

There are very few names of people in the Subject Index; thus, e.g. instead of 
Grice we have given implicature. Still, some ‘grandfathers’ of pragmatics and 
linguistics have been treated as ‘subjects’; also, in cases where somebody has 
argued against/pro a particular linguist, that linguist’s name has been treated as 
‘subject’. 

As an addendum to the Subject Index we have separated out particular words 
that have been dealt with. This is the Word Index. 

The Author Index contains all the authors of every contribution to the journal, 
alphabetically ordered according to the last name, followed by a reference to the 
volume, issue, and consecutive number (cf. (1)) of the contribution. The Author 
Index also includes the names of authors/editors of books that have been 
reviewed in the journal. Such authors are marked with an (r) after their names. 

We have done our best in the alphabetizing of foreign names. For instance, 
surnames starting with ‘Van’, ‘von’, ‘de’, etc. turned out to be most trouble- 
some. Here we have tried to ask the respective authors themselves, their coun- 
trymen/women, or simply looked at how they refer to themselves in their arti- 
cles. Still, some people may not find themselves where they have expected. In 
that case, we apologize — and urge you to step forward, so that this can be cor- 
rected in the Index to volumes 11-20. 

(7) The Language Index only makes reference to articles which empirically, and 
primarily, deal with the language indicated. If a particular culture or nation is 
dealt with, rather than the language spoken in that culture, this will be indicated 
in the Subject Index. 


So, here it is.

INSTRUCTIONS TO AUTHORS 


The Journal publishes the following types of contributions: (1) full-length articles on all topics of linguistic pragmatic interest, 
(2) short, free-form squibs intended to clarify theoretical standpoints, try out new ideas, report research findings, or simply to 
entertain or stimulate discussion among colleagues, (3) replies and rejoinders to previously published articles, (4) reviews of books 
not more than five years old, (5) review articles on particularly noteworthy or thought-provoking new books, and (6) brief book 
notices. Three types of issues are published: Regular issues containing articles on different aspects of pragmatic theory and 
research. Special Issues on topics of particular relevance to current discussions in linguistic pragmatics, and Foc us-on-Issues On 
broad subject areas of interest to different groups of readers. Manuscripts accepted for publication are automatically considered 
for inclusion in each type of issue. 


Manuscripts. Manuscripts should be sent to the Chief Editor, Jacob Mey, Odense University, Campusvej 55, DK-5230 Odense 
M. Denmark, and should be prepared in accordance with the guidelines summarized below. Manuscripts not conforming with 
these guidelines will be returned to the authors for revision before being further processed. Also, the Journal does not support 
duplicate submissions: only manuscripts offered exclusively to the Journal can be considered for publication. The preferred language 
of publication is English (although exceptions are occasionally made), and manuscripts should meet the Journal's English 
language standards (see below). Authors are expected to provide four copies of their contribution, typed triple-spaced, with w ide 
margins, on plain, standard A4 or U.S. letter size paper. Papers should be typed on one side of the page only. and the pages 
should be numbered consecutively. The following information should appear on the first page: the full title of the contribution, 
the author’s name and full address, and an abbreviated title not exceeding 40 characters including spaces. An abstract not 
exceeding 200 words should be provided, as well as a short biographical note not exceeding 100 words per author. Diskettes are 
welcome only when accompanied by hard copy manuscripts. 


Citations. Quotations should be enclosed in double quotation marks. Single (‘scare’) quotes may be used to draw attention to a 
particular item in the text. Words from other languages, and words intended to be especially emphasized, should be underlined 
(italicized). References in the text to publications should include the author’s name, the year of publication, and, if necessary, 
page numbers, as in the following example: 


Although this type of conversational coordination has been investigated from different points of view over the years (Sacks et 
al., 1974; Van Dijk and Kintsch, 1983; Schiffrin, 1987a, b), a general theory of language use accounting for it, is still, in Kasher's 
(199la: 129) words, ‘‘...”’ 


Bibliographical References. A reference list containing all works referred to in the text and footnotes, alphabetically arranged and 
typed triple-spaced, should be included at the end of the manuscript. Authors’ fu// first names should be used unless the authors 
themselves customarily use only initials. References to two or more works by the same author in a single year should be 
accompanied by a lower-case a, b, etc. after the year of publication, both in the reference list and in citations in the text. 
References to books should include the place of publication and the publisher’s name, and references to articles in journals 
should include volume and page numbers, as in the following examples:

Footnotes. Footnotes should be typed triple-spaced on a separate page and numbered consecutively. They should be as few and 
as short as possible, and should not contain bibliographical references except insofar as these are relevant to the matters 
discussed in the footnotes themselves. All other references should be given at the appropriate places in the main text. 


Figures. All tables, lists, figures, illustrations, and other graphics must be reproducible originals, and should be presented with 
appropriate captions on separate sheets, with instructions indicating approximately where they are to appear in the text. Phrase 
structure trees, argumentation schemata, networks, flowcharts, and diagrams should be kept to a minimum. Figures should be 
freely movable in the text, and should be referred to by number (e.g., ‘‘figure 2°’), and not by expressions such as “‘the figure 
below’’, or “the figure above’’. Illustrations should be drawn in India ink in large, reproducible size, and should be carefully 
lettered. Authors will be charged if their illustrations have to be re-drawn. 


Symbols. Current type-faces should be used, and special symbols should be avoided as much as possible. Most standard logical 
symbols are printable, as well as the Greek, Cyrillic, Gothic, and phonetic alphabets, Chinese characters, and Japanese kanji 
kana. All other symbols from scripts other than those above, must be drawn, in oversize format, in India ink, on separate sheets, 
following the procedure outlined for illustrations. /n cases of doubts or questions, authors are advised to consult with the Editors 
before submitting their manuscripts. 


Style. The Editors reserve the right to correct, or to have corrected, non-native use of English (or other languages). The Journal 
has adopted U.S. English usage as its norm (this norm does not apply to other native users of English). Also, the Journal 1s 
actively committed to avoiding sexist language as far as possible, and to affirming and promoting the use of nonsexist 
expressions. If in doubt, authors should consult the Guidelines for Nonsexist Use of Language of the American Psy chological 
Association, published in the American Psychologist 30 (1975): 682-684, or the Guidelines of the Linguistic Society of America 
in the LSA Bulletin (# 135, March 1992).
